require political approval and which are discussed below* the Ad Hoc 
Requirements Committee has reaffirmed that it believes it to be of utmost 
importance that every effort be made to obtain political permission for 
broad authority to pursue the rea uirsments set forth in our recommendations 
of 9 October 1957* | [ (see Tab A), In that connection* 1 quote 

paragraph jU 

M 5, In the event that political authorities will permit some 
activity but less than the total of the program outlined in this paper, 
it is recommended that permission be sought at least to cover the 
targets relevant to an appraisal of toe Soviet long range heavy 
bomber program (Category B on Attachment A)« In the event that 
permission can only be granted for limited geographic coverage, 
then it is recommended that permission bo obtained for covering 
the Urals, which includes VERKHNE NEYVXNSKX* KYSHTYM, 
NIZHNY AYA TURA, SARATOV /ENGELS, KUYBYSHEV, and KAZAN, 
(The Navy believes that this area should be subordinated to 
MOLOTOVSK and SEVEROMORSK, )”

Attention ie now called to the fact that the quality of Him on SEVEROMORSK 
hae sustained our assumption that it would be high enough to discern critical 
characteristics though admittedly a categoric statement on tills awaits 
further exploitation, W* do believe, however, that critical factor* relevant 
to MOLOTOVSK would be revealed by coverage in the time remaining in 
which the tun angle would be 10° or more (4 or 5 November 1957), 
Therefore, if MOLOTOVSK ie to be covered this season, that mission 
must be accomplished in the very near future. Whether or not political 
permission currently exists for MOLOTOVSK, we are unaware.
